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^'BEYOND GOOD AND EVIL”

It is yours and mine. 

And if it is ours, let us say so. 

Don’t call it “good” and don’t let anyone else call it 
“bad”. 

Art is beyond good and evil. 

Let us say, “For better or for worse” this Art ex- 
presses us.
